COPIES OF THE UNDERWOOD BILL 
ARE RECEIVED I hum WASHINGTON 
Chances for action by the house on the Úndérwood bill, 
providing for operation o f M uscle Shoals at the present 
session of congress, appear bright. 
The hope for action 
is given impetus by the reported interest of President 
Ooolldge in the m atter. 
Washington dispatches indicate that before the house 
votes on the Underfcood bill, that some changes in the 
plan, which was finally substituted hy the senate for the 
McKenzie bilí from the house, may be made. 
Believing, 
however, th at North Alabama residents are interested 
n what the Underwood bill provided, when it was adppt- 
by the sgnate, the following summary of the measure, 
made from copies from the act just received here, 
is 
printed: 
1. The Muscle Shoals project to dedicated

for national defense in time of war and for pro­
